2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons 
consistent with that noted in applicants' remarks the instant claims are neither taught 
nor suggested by the prior art. That is, the requirement that the exterior barium sulfate 
surface be treated is neither taught nor suggested by Hara et al., which requires that the 
barium sulfate surface be treated with tin oxide. In addition, the totality of Fetscher et al. 
fails to adequately suggest flowable liquid compositions containing barium sulfate which 
are surface treated with an aminosilane. One would have to select from various fillers, 
various silanes and various compositions, and require that the filler be surface treated 
with the silane, rather than added separately, to arrive at the claimed composition. Such 
picking and selecting would not have been obvious to the skilled artisan over the teach- 
ings in Fetscher et al. Only upon hindsight does such a combination appear obvious. 

In addition applicants have shown that the particular selection of silane provides results 
that are neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. As such the instant claims are 
allowed. The Examiner was not persuaded by applicants' arguments that claim 2 was, 
in fact, definite. Thus applicants' attorneys agreed to cancel this claim.
